WHAT THE LEADING DOCTORS SAY. 


The proposal, if carried into law, can 
do no good, but is likely to cause very 
great injury to medical students at present 
in traiming, the ‘profession, and the 
country in g-neral. It. will mean hard- 
ships for the young men just starting 
medicine, ana a narrowing down of the 
profession in general.—Mr. 0. Preston 
Ball, M.D., D.Ph., M.R.C.P.1., Visiting 
Medical Officer, Royal Hospital fer tncur- 
abies. 


““The Belfast schools will go up and 
the Dublin schools will go down. The 
decision will not in any way lessen the 
numbers of young men and women in the 
Free State who wish to be doctors. But 
these students, instead of going to the 
Dublin schools, will go to Belfast, Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow, and other schools. The 
Government may say we want to educate 
doctors for export abroad. That would be 
a futile plan. Doctors, or rather embryo 
doctors, will go abroad as students, and be 
educated abroad.

“I think that any change on the lines 
indicated in the decision of the Executive 
Council would be deplorable. The first 
result would be the emptying of the medi- 
cal schools of the country, and the profeg 
sion would be in a short time put on 
Colonial basis. The whole thing is being 
done by a Ministry of which not one is a 
medical mah; nor has any one of them 
any knowledge of medical problems. As 
far as | know, we have never, as a profes- 
sion, had an opportunity of expressing 
our views on this question of.a separate 
register which would have such deplorable 
results. Medical men, whose opinions are 
accepted as authoritative the world over, 
have described. the Irish medical schools 
as the best in the ‘ United Kingdom,’ and 
the doctors they turn out as superior to 
those of other schools; but if this ukase 
should: be really serious and carried into 
effect, the standard of the teaching in the 
schools is certain to deteriorate, and it 
may be that through lack of pupils they 
will close down altogether. .Í say, 
modestly, that we doctors have rehdered 
some sérvice to the community, and, there- 
fore, that when a change of the revolu- 
tionary nature proposed by the Govern- 
ment is contemplated, that the doctors, 
who are, after all, the servants of the 
people, should have an opportunity of ex- 
pressing their opinion in the proposed 
change.’ —Dr. Louis Gassidy, Gynaecolo- 
gist to the Royal Gity of Dublin 
Hospital.

We all want good doctors, mén progres- 
sive in medicine and surgery, etc. These 
arts cannot be progressive without up-to- 
date teachers and properly equipped 
teaching schools. You cannot have the 
schools without the students, and you 
will. not have the students unless there is 
a reasonable chance of their earning a 
livelihood when qualified. Without 
schools the quality of mediciné and sur- 
gery will deteriorate, and this will have 
a stagnating effect right away down to the 
humblest dispensary doctor. The material 
aspect of a monetary loss to the country 
of £100,000 per annum is less serious, 
but of course, not negligible.

Endeavouring to obtain the opinions of 
English doctors on the decision of thé 
Irish Free State Government to have a 
separate Medical Register for Ireland, 
one found Harley street almost deserted. 

In particular those well-known practi- 
tioners who actively concern themselves 
with the ‘‘ politics ' of the profession were 
reported to be away in the country and 
abroad. 

THE WISEST COURSE. 

Several doctors who happened to be in 
town commented as follows :— 

Sir John Bland-Sutton, President of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, said :—‘ The 
position to-day is curious. For the 
present doctors in Ireland are under one 
General Medical Council. It will take 
them a little time to become a separate 
organisation. For the present they want 
to remain under the General Medical 
Council, and I think that is the wisest 
thing for them to do, at least until they 
can set up their organisation.’’ 

Questioned regarding the attitude of the 
profession on this side of the St. George’s 
Channel, Sir John said:—‘‘It is quite 
passive, and the General Medical Council 
is taking no steps. 

“ BAD FOR THE COW.” 

Another distinguished doctor who re- 
quested that his name should not be given, 
remarked that the position which has 
arisen as a result of the Irish Free State's 
decision to set up a separate Medical 
Register, reminded him of Stevenson's 
story of the cow who stood between the 
railway lines—‘ bad for the cow.” 

‘Whom do you liken to the cow?” he 
was asked. ‘‘The practitioners of Ire- 
land,” he replied, adding: “I think it 
will be a great disadvantage to the Irish 
Free State. As a member of the General 
Medical Council I should regret losing the 
championship of the Irish representatives. 
They are friends of mine.” 

“ IT DOES NOT MATTER TO US.” 

Aithird medical man, who also pre 
ferred to be anonymous, said that he had 
not given a great deal of thought to the 
matter. He remarked, however: ‘‘ The 
Free State can do as they like. It does 
not matter very much to us.”’

“NARROWEST KIND OF 
NATIONALISM.” 


In a leading article, under the heading 
‘‘ Barriers in Medicine,"’ the Westminster 
(Jazette to-day says :—' Mr. Cosgrave's de- 
cision to establish a separate medical register 
for the Irish Free State will command little 
sympathy either from the Irish doctors, whose 
activities it will confine to the country in 
which they have qualified, or from the general 
public, whose interest it is to see barners in 
the medical profession removed, instead of 
multiplied. It is difficult to read into Mr. 
Cosgrave’s declaration any sign that Irish 
professional policy will be any less rigidly ex- 
clusive than that of the General Medical 
Council of this country. He appears to have 
been prompted chiefly by a desire to pro- 
pitiate the narrowest kind of nationalist sen- 
timent. 

“Medicine, above all other proféssions, 
should be free from purely arbitrary barriers, 
and oceans of rhetoric are poured out annually 
tc. prove that the healing arts are one the 
world over. Yet in so simple, but funda- 
mental, a matter as the recognition of profes- 
sional qualifications, the narrowest paro- 
chialism is displayed. 

“It is incomprehensible why evidence of 
competence, rnd, perhaps, of exceptional 
brilliance attested by a recognised medical 
school, ghould not be accepted at its face 
value by another medical school, and there 
can be no doubt that this lack of thuidity in 
the medical profession gives rise to serious 
anomelies and injystices. In adding yet 
another barrier, the Irish Free State is doing 
more than restricting its doctors from an 
overseas carecr—it is confining them to a 
medical hackwater, with results which in the 
end will recoil upon itself."’

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£3,000,000 STRUCTURE FOR

FROM OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Pp oiemengghe and independent Medical 
Register is to be established for the 
Irish Free State. 

This is the remarkable decision of the 
Free State Executive, which was com- 
municated to a deputation of medical men 
by the Minister for Justice at Govern- 
ment Buildings four days ago. 

Sharing the incredulity of the medical 
men and their feeling that an extravagant 
practical joke was being played some- 
where, our representative waited on 
President Cosgrave last Saturday strong 
in the conviction that a re-assurance 
would be forthcoming from the Cabinet. 


THE PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

The President, in reply to the questions, 
however, made the following statement : — 

“The report as to the decision of the 
Executive Council on the question of the 
future control of the medical profession 
within the Free State is substantially correct. 
The Council has decided not to seek the con- 
tinuance of the United Kingdom arrangement, 
whereby the medical profession of. Ireland, 
with certain representation. was controlled by 
the British General Medical Council. That an 
important profession within the State should 
have its centre of gravity and disciplinary 
headquarters in the capital of another country 
is felt to be so incompatible with our con- 
stitutional status that we must be prepared to 
face whatever minor and temporary dis 
advantages may accrue from the cessation of 
that arrangement. 

‘That such disadvantages may accrue is 
not denied. They are the more likely to arise 
in view of the immoderate and misleading pro- 
paganda that has been raised around this 
issue. If jn the period immediately following 
the change to a new arrangement students and 
the parents of students have misgivings as to 
the future standing in England and “gha 
of medical men qualified within the Free 
State, the qualifying bodies of the Free State 
will scarcely fail to associate that fact with 
the misdirected zeal of the advocates of the 
status quo ante Treaty control of their pro- 
fession. 

“On a calm and prolonged examination of 
the question, the Executive Council is not at 
all convinced that there will be any such 
serious reactions from the change as are fore 
casted by the opponents of a self-contained 
and self-controlled medica] profession for the 
Free State. 

“The reputation which Irish doctors have 
established for themselves abroad does not 
depend to any serious extent on the fact that 
their names appear on this or that list in some 
office. It rests on the high reputation so long 
maintained by Irish medical schools and 
hospitals and by Trish surgeons and physicians 
at home and abroad. No alteration in the 


that fact. The alternative arrangement to the 
present system is one for negotiation between 
the Free State Government and the British 
Government. . The Executive Council will wel 
come the advice and assistance of the medical 
profession generally and the qualifying bodies 
in securing the most favourable arrangement.’’ 

That was all that President Cosgrave 
had to say on the matter. He was unable, 
or unwilling, to say what precisely the 
exercise of this determination to assert 
the ‘‘ national dignity ” is to cost the 
nation as a whole. He did not say that 
as a result of the decision of his Adminis- 
tration most of the medical schools in the 
Free State may-be obliged to put up their 
shutters. He did not say that unless a 
graduate or licentiate from the Free State 
has his or her name inscribed on the 
British Medical Register, or in the 
Colonial section of ‘hat register, before 
28th February next, he (or she) cannot 
practise anywhere except in the Free 
State, “ not even,” as the President of 
the College of Surgeons said some months 
ago, “as a ship’s surgeon on the high 
seas, '' 


NO JUSTIFICATION, 


There were many other things that the 
President omitted to say. He and all 
his colleagues of the Cabinet are surely 
aware of the irremediable loss which the 
medical profession in the Free State will 
suffer by their decision. The plea is that 
the maintenance of the British Medical 
Register is incompatible with our national 
status. 

Nothing more is urged in the way cf 
justification for the present decision. 

There is nothing more, that is, beyond 
the “ extenuating circumstances "' invoked 
by a certain high servant of the State, 
who declares, with other things, that the 
Government’s action will furnish an excel- 
lent and unanswerable argument to the 
Republicans and those others who say 
that the status of the Free State is not 
the status of a “‘ sovereign and indepen- 
dent State.”’ 

Here one finds the raison d’étre of this 
latest piece of political play-acting. For 
the present, at any rate, the person re- 
ferred to must remain anonymous. 


ELECTION P-OPAGANDA. 

In the course of conversation with him 
yesterday, I gathered that the decision 
to abolish the British Medical Register 
in the Free State is not so much the 
result’ of a desire to uphold and assert 
the national status as of a desire to be 
furnished with catch-cries for the next 
Parliamentary election. Having en- 
deavoured to point out the “' necessity ” 
of neutralising the effects of Republican 
propaganda on the moral of the nation, 
my informant had some _ illuminating 
comments to make on the decision arrived 
at by the Government. 

The medical profession, he thinks, is the 
“ old guard of British ascendancy "’ in this 
country. Apart from any sentimeors 
which it may have in the matter, he does 
not believe that the establishment of a 
separate register is calculated to injure 
the profession in any serious degree. To 
adduce evidence in support of that belief 
was ahother thing, and the evidence re- 
mained all the time where it was—in the 
alr.

“There is no substantial reason,” he

LOS ANGELES (By Mail). 

Professor Alexander Silverman, of the 
University of Pittsburgh, told the division 
of industrial and engineering chemistry 
of the American Chemical Society, that 
lazy motor drivers are causing an annual 
loss in the United States of 400,000,000 
gallons of petrol. 

He declared that this laziness by per- 
mitting engines to run while automobiles 
are not in motion is costing the nation 
about 275,000 dollars daily.

Many thousands had gathered nt 
the station entrance, and when the Royal 
motor car arrived Their Majesties. were 
loudly cheered 

At the entrance to the platform the King 
and Queen were received by Sir Guy Granoet 
anu the Right Hon. H. G. Burgess, the 
general manager of the company, who was 
responsible for the arrangements, 

‘The Royal train, which consisted of six 
saloons in chocolate, cream and gold, was 
drawn up at the carpeted platform, the Reyal 
saloon being exquisitely decorated with many 
orchids of brilliant hue. The King and Queen 
walked the whole length of the platform in 
conversation with Sir Guy Granet and Mr. 
Duress. 

The King wore a grev lounge suit and a 
black bowler, and in his buttonhole was 4 
big white carnation.

BERLIN, Sunday. 

The novel method employed by Herr 
Edmond Stinnes in his fight with the 
German bankers, who are attempting to 
straighten out the affairs of the Stinnes 
estate, has left the workers employed in 
the- A.G.A. motor car factory richer by 
two million marks, and has given Ger- 
many its first co-operative industrial 


plant. 

Herr Stinnes yesterday secured sufficient 
funds to meet the pay roll, according to a 
high official of the Reichbank, but the banks 
are reported to have refused further support 
to the A.G.A. concern, 

In a statemént to the Press to-day, Herr 
Stinnes declares that this is due to a quarrel 
hetween him and the consortium. He 
announces that he has made a gift of two 
miliion marks’ worth of shares to the A.G.A. 
factory to the workers, an average of a 
thousand marks for each employed. 

“1 hope,’ said Herr Stinnes, “that since 
] ne longer hold a majority of the A.G.A. 
Stock, the factory will receive the support 
it deserves. 

He declares that the A.G.A. is not bankrupt, 
hut, that owing to the sale of motor cars on 
long terms, it must obtain credit in order to 
continue production. 

On the other hand, the leader of the 
hanking syndicate states that the firm owes 
twelve million marks, of which seven millions 
are in short term notes, while the stock on 
hand and the outstanding accounts represent 
a total value of but 9,250,000 marks. 

Notwithstauding this state of affairs the 
bankers declare themselves ready to discount 
hills, except those ef other members of the 
Stinnes concern.

A MILLION ARTICLES LOST IN A 
YEAR, 

Information supplied by Scotland Yard to 
Mr William Morris, inventor of the Mono- 
marks system of property and goods identifica- 
tion, shows that near!y 170,000 articles were 
found in vehicles in the Metropolitan Police 
area during last year. Of these, 

70,000 were recovered by their owners, who 

aid £10,000 in rewards ; 

100, failed to get back to their owners 
and wére either returned to the finders 
or sold. 

In addition, 160,670 articles were found in 
the streets (50,000 more than in the previous 
vear), of which only 50,152 were retrieved by 
their owners, 

Further inquiries elicited that:—The Lon 
don, Midland and Scottish Railway collected 
about 170,000 lost articles in the year, of 
which fewer than 25 per cent. were re- 
covered by the owners. Sixty thousand 
lost articles were deposited last year at the 
principal [Lost Property Office of the 
Southern Railway at St. Paul's Station. Only 
about 60 per cent. of them were claimed. 
Each of the other two railway groups re- 
corded comparable figures of losses, the total 
for all the railways being about 350,000 lost 
articles a year. 

Taking the London statistics as a guide, 
Mr. Morris estimates (on basis of popula- 
tion) that the provincial police must receive 
about 960,000 lost articles a vear, which, 
added to the records of the railway lost 
property offices, represents a total money 
value loss of hundreds of thousands of 
pounds, 

Mr. Morris has communicated to Scotland 
Yard details of his scheme for solving this 
problem of restoring the vast quantities of 
property that are lost. He has suggested 
that Monomarks upon personal property 
would enable the sales to get quickly into 
touch with the owners of lost property, and 
thus save this vast yearly toll upon the 
absent-minded and forgetful. A postcard 
from the police to Monomarks headquarters, 
bearing the Monomark, would reach the 
owner of the property in most cases. within 
twenty-four hours of his property . being 
found, and save worry and loss for the owner, 
worry and work for the police.

There was a time, over a generation 
when people tilled on a national average D 
per cent. of their holdings. n 1915 that 
percentage had dropped to 16. Now it was 
down to 10. That was a pitiable position. 

According to the Statistical Year Book of 
the Internattonal Institute of Agriculture, 
1912-16, out of twenty-three countries listed, 
Ireland was second best as a producer of rye 
and oats, third in respect of barley and 
wheat, and sixth and seventh respectively 
in regard to flax and potatoes. In these 
years, in comparison with Ireland's 16 per 
cent. of ploughed land, Germany had 65, 
Hungary 59, Austria 52, European Russia 78, 
Serbia 63, Belgium 59, France 55, Roumania 
79, Bulgaria 71, Portugal 55, and Den. 
mark 54. 

Lack of cultivation was the explanation 
of our falling exports and increasing imports. 
It was the cause of emigration, and of 
nine-tenths of the Free State’s unemploy- 
ment. It was responsible for declining trade 
in towns and cities, and declining traffic on 
railways and at the ports. Practically their 
sole means of production was the soil, and 
when thit declined there was a correspond- 
ing decline im the whole national fabric. in- 
cluding revenue for the State itself. There 
was no Governmental financial extravagance. 
Per wead of the population, they were far 
better off than three-fourths of their com- 
petitors. 

HARD WORK NECESSARY. 

They were not going to solve that problem 
by, sacking a postman or a sorter. If people 
generally worked nearly as hard and nearly 
as intelligently as Government employés did, 
they would double their production, and 
thereby halve the national expenditure. 
Tillage and vital industries like sugar heet 
were the line of successful concentration. 
No matt-r how large or small farms were, 
they ould have a reasonable amount of 
tillage. They had arrived at the stage when 
the man of industry should get definite en- 
couragement from the State. 

PRODUCTIVE EXPENDITURE. 

There ere many of them who were satis- 
fied that the millions now spent in various 
forms of dole should be called in and hence- 
forth applied in a productive capacity. They 
believed that in the vast wastage of 
miblic moneys there was almost _ suf- 
Rcient material wherewith the tillage 
farmer might be paid a substantial subsidy 
for additional cultivation. They believed that 
every landholder should be compelled te till 
at least five per cent. of his holding without 
any State aid whatever, They also believed 
that State aid should be accorded to growers 
of wheat, in view of the fact that seven 
million pounds worth of this staple food was 
imported last year. They also proposed that 
State granaries should be provided for storing 
and kiln-drying cereals. 

These were some of the schemes which an

INSPECTION TO-MORROW. 

In our issue of Saturday it was stated that 
‘Premium bulls need not be brought to the 
selection centre for licensing.’’ Lest this 
might lead to misunderstanding, we have been 
a green: by the Department to state that the 
only bulls that are exempted from inspection 
at the centres that have been arranged, are 
those that have been already inspected and 
passed by the Department as being up to the 
premium standard. The inspectors who are 
appointed to carry out the work are tem- 
ES officials—all well-known farmers and 
weeders of standing. The work of inspection 
will occupy about three weeks, beginning to- 
morrow, 

There are, approximately, fifteen hundred 
centres, in towns and villages and prominent 
cross-roads—about fifty centres in each 
county. All bulls that have not yet been 
passed, whether they are for the owner's use 
only, or fur general purposes, must be brought 
for inspection.
